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We very cheerfully comply with a 
request to give place to the foltowing 
Address. To render it fully intelligi- 
ble to persons who do not reside in the 
immediate vicinity of this place, it will 
be necessary to-detail-briefly the cir- 
cumstances and causes which have 
called it forth. 

For many years past, Elder Hazen 
has been the ministering head of the 
Christian Church in this village. — 
When the excitement upon the subject 
of masonry became prevalent in this 
town, anumber of the members of this 
church became antimasons; and for 
some time past, @ portion of them, 
though in the habit of attending his 
meeting as usual, have refused to par- 
take of the Lord’s Supper at his hands 
because he was amember of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity. This disaffection and 
refusal has been the cause of severe 
trial onthe part of Elder Hazen;. as 
well as many members of his society; 
and efforts have repeatedly been made 
bv him to accomplish a removal of the 


stumbling block, inthe minds of his, 


brethren, that they all might approach 
the sacramental table as one, and par- 
take with that harmony of feeling, be- 
coming the disciples of the Lord. In 
order to effect this, he has occasionally 
met with his dissenting brethren, and 
endeavored te convince them that al- 
though he was formerly an active mem- 
ber of the condemned institution, he 
disclaimed all allegiance to it, which 
had the least tendency to conflict with 
his duties as a peaceful and legal citi- 
zen—a christian, and a minisier of the 
Church of Christ; but if so doing, did 
not produc: the desired result. 

Last Sunday week he administered 
the Sacramect te the.members of lus 
church; and some four or five present, 
refused to partake.’ At the close of 
the meeting he gave notice that on 
Thursday evening he should make 
known his views upon the subject of 
masonry, and requested the members 
ofthe church and others to attend — 
The following address was delivered on 
the occasion, and handed to us‘for pub- 
lication. 

Bertrurex—lI have proposed, at this 
time. publicly to make you acquainted 
with the ground on which I stand, in 
relation to the subject of Masonry.— 
You must be aware that the subject has 


‘been the occasion of much anxiety in 


my mind, while the public mind has 
heen so generally and intensely excited 
upon it. Had the question been agita- 
ted, only in the political world, and had 
a strife for places of honor and profit,on 
hoth sides beenthe only result; I 
would gladly have continued silent, 
nor have requested this opportunity to 
address you. 

But, unfortunately, the evil exists in 
the Church of God; and persons, on 
both sides of the question, are in some 
sense arrayed against each other; or at 
Jeast feel that each is called to bear an 
unreasonable, and to some, almost an 
insupportable burden, imposed upon 
them by the other side. While such is 
the existing state of things, conscious 
that a trial has existed in the minds of 
many, on account of my connexion with 
Masonry; T have deemed it my duty 
to present you with the following state- 
ment, of my course, and views, in past 
and present time. : 

Previous to the excitement, growing 
out of the abduction and probable mur- 
der, of William Morgan; 1 have no 
recollection, that in the exercise of the 
rights of a citizen, at any election, the 
thought occured to me, that the candi- 
date was, or wasnot a Mason; or 
when called to decide any question of 
right, between man and man, that eith- 
er party to the dispute, was, or was 
not, a member of the fraternity. Since 
that time, when candidates for almost 
every office, inthe gift of the people 
have been offered, with direct reference 
to their views of the institution, and 
their oppositionto it; I could not say, 
the thought has not occurred to me; 
but, [can say that [ have endeavored 
to act with reference to my obligation, 
to give my vote for such candidate, as 
Ihelieved would be for the greatest 
good of commmunity; and in the dis- 
charge of such duty, have not felt my- 
selfbound by the trammels of any 
party. 

In relation to the connexion existing 
hetween the disciples of Christ, I have 


never entertained but one Opinion; that 
is, that possession of the spirit, that 
furnishes evidence that they are chris- 
tags, authorizes them to claim, and the 
chirch may not deny them, all the priv- 
iliges of the-house of God. We fel- 
lowship Christians, simply because we 
beleve, from the evidence afforded, 
they are Christians. We have uni- 
formly professed to take this course, 
to cur acknowledgement of fellowship, 
who have presented them- 
selves tor adntission to the privileges 
of the We have not 
are you a Calvanist? Are vou an Ar- 
minian? are you a Trinitarian? are 
you a Unitaian? Nor have objections 
been urged against any individual, ask- 
ing connexon with us, that they em- 
braced the sentiments, implied by eith- 
er, of thos« names of distinction. To 
me, it woud be equally inconsistent, to 
object to sich individual, to bar him 
from the privileges of the church, that 
he was a Freemason or an Antimason. 
I most sincerely believe, that there are 
honest met, and true Christians among 
Freemasom, Seceding Masons, and 
Antimasons; consequently to me, the 
inquiry to le presented would not be, 
is he one o the other of these, but is 
he a Christan? In the heat of feeling, 
and the excted state of the public mind 
possibly the question has been carried 
too far, ard unreasonable prejudices 
have beenentertained on both sides of 
this questibn. I gay this ir possible; 
but do not design by this saying, to ac- 
cuse any 0. you of having acted dishon- 
estly, or wthout the utmost sincerity. 
sincerely desire your prosperity and 
| happiness, and feel that ina great de- 
)gree, such prosperity must be found, 
|and such happiness enjoyed in the ex- 
-ercise of Union and brotherly love.— 


We are required to bear each others 
| burdens, and so fulfil the law of Christ. 
| Were ther: nothing of error in our 
|judgment, or conduct, we should find 
less occasion, for the exercise of that 
\charity, inour intercourse with each 
lorher, thm covere the multitude of 
faults. 

| I feel thatas a servant of Jesus 
Christ, I shetld endeavor, so far as 
may be, to stand aloof, from every sub- 
ject of public excitement, not immedi- 
ately connected with the discharge ot 
my religious duties; and endeavor to 
place myself beyond their influence. J 
therefore publicly disclaim. all connerron 
‘with Specutative Freemasonry and 
Anti-Masonny; believing 
that in the existing state of things, duty 
requires that I should have nothing to 
do with either. And my present view 
of duty, will require me to continue the 
course from which, in time past, I have 
endeavored not to deviate. In relation 
to the extehding Christian fellowship in 
the Church, the only enquiry to be, is 
he a Christian? And in the exercise 
‘of the elective franchise, will the e- 
lection of the candidate, in my honest 
judgment, be for the best good of the 
State, or ofthe U. States? 

I feel that this is a proper course, 
that I may place myself entirely with- 
out the limits of the excitement; that 
no one, under any circumstances, may 
be authorised to use my name, how lit- 
tle influence soever it might have, to 
give support or countenance to either 
party. I would count Specul: tive Ma- 
sonry and Political Antimasonry among 
the things that are behind, that I 
should strive to forget. And though | 
have known men as Masons and Anti- 
masons, yet henceforth I would know 
them as such no more.

And can any rational, sen- 
tient being ‘‘ imagite, fer a single mo- 
ment,”? that persons who aid in such 
measures, though they profess to be 
opposed to the el/emenis of masonry, 
and not its individual members; anc 
although they also profess to be follow- 
ers of the meek and lowly Jesus, wili 
be content with and reconciled to their 
minister, when he disclaims all connex- 
ion with masonry, withoul yielding ful: 
allegiance and adhesion to politcal ant 
masonry? If any one in the exercise 
of his charity toward the antimasonic 
party, should form such an opinion, he 
will find himself mistaken, or else we 
are strangers to the true character ol 
antimasonry.

Pride is equally a concomitant of this 
jetherial spirit, and renders men of gen- 
ius above the sympathy of the mere an- 
}imal world that floats aroundthem. The 
pride of Otway, led himto the tomb dug 
by famine, rather than beg the relue- 
tant boon of callous hearts, and empty 
heads. The pride of Chatterton made 
selt-destruction preferable to the pangs 
of solicitation, and the meanness of beg- 
gary. The pride of Berns kept him ex- 
alted in honest and indignant indepen- 
dence, in an occupation at once dis- 
crecitable, and harrassing to his sensi- 
tive feelings. 

The pride of Byron drove him from 
Aibien’s shores, to a premature grave, 
smonrg the venerated ashes of the de- 
seendants of Socrates. The pride of 
Goldsmith broke his heart on the verge 
of poverty’s extremest ills, The pride 
of Sheridan debased the majesty of his 
genius atthe shrine of Bacchus ; and 
misfortune vanquished a soul which ex- 
torted the aemiration of kings, and won 
the applause of envious rivals, 

It is on this account, the world has 
so little sympathy for the misfortunes of 
genius. Instinct, loaded with wealth, 
carnot imagine how poverty and intel- 
lect should rise above all the sordid 
passicns which led it to grovel, in order 
to gather profit from the kennel, or 
pluck the fruit of labor from the yield- 
ing grasp of credulous honesty. They 
cannot realize the idea that a man 
should prefer even death to the o- 
dation of soliciting the pity of an unfeel- 
ing world! And hence it is, they have 
no pity for genius, and see it die with 
indifference, perhaps exultation : con- 
soling themselves for their inferiority, 
by reflecting, that even genius must 
bow before the pewer of God—if it re 
fuse to bow to all other power. Gen- 
ins is timid, modest, and retiring. It 
is sensitive, and shuns the collision of 
uncongenial matter. This is the finer 
and more delicate genius—the genius

for itself. Goldsmith was a child in all 
pecuniary matters, Fielding was whol- 
ly ignorant of the value of money. By- 
ron bestowed the profits of his works 
upon his friends Pope was avaricious 
and rich—and J never believed be had 
a soul of genius. 

Genius cannot appreciate its owm 
powers. Jt is as simple as @ child in 
the midst of its massive and collossal 
grandeur. With no pretensions, it 
stands like the Atlas, soaring to the 
heavens, in the grand simplicity of pa- 
ture! Who admires it? A few cone 
genial spirits—the +herd are awedeebut 
they neither know its greatness, ner 
can they appreciate its worth! Folly 
greets it with avacant laugh, and 
wealth derides it witha jingle of its 
purse, 

Yethow rich and creative are ite 
surpassing powers'—Behold it move 
the world te thinking! Behold it stimu- 
lating all mankind to action! Jt writes 
one sentence; and a million of glowi 
thoughts beam in the bursting mind! 
It exhausts worlds; and like Shaks- 
peare, imagines new! 
five of Heaven to the Earth; and 
conquers the Earth, by subduing it® 
elements, and holding them in bondage..

ICEBERGS. 

These wild, fantastic islands of the 
northern seas, which often come float- 
ing into the broad Atlantic, carrying 
in their atmosphere the chill of the are- 
tic winter, are objects of wonder and 
interest. There was one singular cir- 
cumstance connected with these ice- 
bergs, that puzzled philosophers, and 
made it difficult to account for their 
formation, They were invariably found 
to be composed of fresh water. The 
northern whalers and navigators have 
ever been in the practice of replenish- 
ing thelr water casks by extending 
spouts or flexible hose to the crevices 
of the iceberg, from whence small rills 
of the finest water are continually trick- 
ling. 

The discoveries of Parry and mod- 
ern uavigators, however, leave little 
doubt onthe formation of icebergs.— 
There are two kinds of ice found at 
sea—one formed of salt water, which 
is loose and triable, abounding in flakes 
or disconnected chrystals, and forming 
the large fields of ice over immense 
portions of the sea; the other, the ice- 
i bergs are formed of solid rock ice, of a 
blueish cast, transparent and clear.— 
here is no doubt that icebergs are 
formed on the coasi of islands and con- 
tinents, by the melting of the pure snow 
and ice into a deluge of water, which 
rushing w fresh and gelid streams into 
the bays and indentations of the ocean, 
displaces the water and freezes by it- 
self.
